MANY KILLED AT HARBIN. 


Troops Said to Have Fought Des- 
perately to Quell Mutiny. 


LONDON, Dec. 12.—The Daily Tele- 
graph this morning prints a continuation | 
of the dispatch from Moji, Japan, begun 
yesterday, giving detailed accounts by 
refugees of the aileged snutiny at Har- 
bin, Manchuria. 

It says that Gen. Madariloff, with cav- 
alry, adopted extremely drastic and in- | 
human methods to suppress the mutiny, 
because he feared the consequences that 
might result from its spread to the whole 
army. 

In order to compel the mutineers to quit 
their hiding places the General’ sent men 
to set fire to the barracks and the public 
buildings. The blaze spread to all parts 
of the city, and 300 mutineers, in trying 


%° escape, were slaughtered by the cav- 
alry. 

Later the loyal portion of the garrison | 
was called out, but in the confusion and 
disorder the troops fired on each other, it 
being impossible to distinguish the muti- 
neers from the loyal soldiers. Then the 
mutineers dragged out several machine 
guns and poured a heavy fire into the 
cavalry. There was great loss of life.

Senator Allison opened up the}

! should go to this body, and cited the ac- 
| tion of the House in this instance to up- 
hold their argument, Senator Allison 
| stubbornly declared, however, that any

Senator Tillman demanded that the 
measure go to the Canal Committee in 
order to have some legislation that would 
reduce salaries.

‘I want to be permitted,”’ he said, ‘ to 
use some Anglo-Saxon language. I call 
that stealing. It is graft of the worst 
|sort. Look at that Auditor,

War Departmen’, who is his superior, 
gets only $4,000 or $5,000. Why, this canal 
will cost’ us $300,000,000 instead of $170,- 
000,000 ig you let the President of the 
United States go on in this way. And 


when you have spent $300,000,000 there 
will be another hundred millions to spend 
to finish it. 

“There should be legislation and the 
steals stopped even if the President has 
loaned the prestige of his great name to 
the existing condition of affairs.”’ 

Senator McCumber of South Dakota 
| joined in with the declaration that every- 
thing was being spent for salaries and 
that of the actual appropriation for con- 
Mruction 40 to 60 per cent. appeared to 
have been spent that way. 

Senator Teller took the position that 
the President had been authgrized to 
create the offices and fix their\salaries

Senator Morgan closed the debate by 
charging’ that the real aim of the bill 
was in the first section, which was in the 
interest of the National bonks, which 
could use canal bonds as a basis for cir- 
culation when the bill was passed.

MR, ANTHONY’S RECITAL. 


Two Young Boston «Musicians Make 
Their First Appearance in Men- 
delssohn Hall. 


Charles Anthony, a young pianist of 
Boston, ventured into the troubled and | 


crowded waters of the New York concert ! 
season vesterday afterncon with a piano 
recital, in which he had the assistance of 
Miss Bessie Collier, also of Boston. Both 
showed themselves to be ambitious and | 
serious-minded young people with high | 
aims. | 

Mr. Anthony evinces the greatest =| 


complishment in his present performance, 

He has repose and a good.command of his | 
powers, which include a fluent and clear 
technique and good tone; but the tonal 

beauty of his effects was marred yester- 

day by the fact that his piano was pain- 

fully out of tune. He did not show an ar- 

dent temperament, nor a deep insight into 

the musical significance of all that he 

layed, but it was really musical in feel- 

ng and governed by nice taste and sin- 

ecerity, and it was in many ways enjoy- 

able. . 

The best that he gave was in Bach's 
“Jialian Concerto,” into which he put 
fluency and spirit, and in the slow move- 
ment grace and warmth. A capricclo from 
Brahms’s Op. 76 he gave with delicacy, 
and not without warmth, and Mendeis- 
sohn’s E minor prelude and fugue he 
played with clear articulation and good 
phrasing. Mr. Anthony is @ young man, 
and such a performance as he gave shows 
promise. 

Miss Collier is also” young, 
gained a substantial knowledge of some 
of the fundamentals of violin playing; 
but, so far as was disclosed yesterday, 
she has still some distance to go before 
she is ripe for the concert stage in New 
York. er tone is large, and when at its 
best has a suggestion of richness and 
beauty; but she scratched a good deal 
and, apart from this, it was often cold 
and inexpressive. She did not seem to 
be sure of such technical difficulties as 
are offered by Wieniawski’s polonaise. 

There was breadth and freedom of bow- 
ing in an air by Goldmark that she 
played. She and Mr. Anthony gave a 
respectable pefformance together of 
Grieg’s first violin sonata. iss Colller 
Was nervous, and it is likely that she 
can play better than she did at this re- 
cital. The public concert stage is a relent- 
less test for the young and inexperienced.

As the’ result of the testimony of Presi- ! 


dent Edwin W. Scott of the Provident 
Savings Life Association in the Armstrong 
committee’s investigation 
new Andrew Hamilton mystery has been 
opened up which President John A. Mc- 
Call of the New York Life may be recalled 
to the witness stand to explain. This has 


to do with the payment to Hamilton by | 
the New York Life of approximately $146,- | 


000, this being one-third of the saving to 
the company from the decision of the pre- 
mium tax case of 1901. 

In the testimony of President McCall a}- 
lusion was made to this litigation, in 
which the question at issue was whether 
or not a bill passed by the Legislature in 
the later nineties to tax life insurance pre- 
miums was retroactive. President Mc- 
Call of the New York Life, in explaining 
the fact that $235,000 paid to Hamilton in 
1908 and 1904 had been unaccounted for, 
said that Hamilton, in undertaking to 
argue this case before the Court of Ap- 
peals, had made e contract with the com- 
pany whereby, in considcration that it 


should be held exempt from any expense | 


in the event of defeat, he was to receive 
one-third of the amount recovered. 

The decision by 
was favorable to the contentions of the 
company, and in New York and five other 
States $416,000 of premiums were released, 
so that Hamilton's share from the New 
York Life amounted to $136,000, Of this 
@mount he got $90,000 direct from the 
Controller of this State, and the balance, 
Mr. McCall said in his testimony,’ ‘could 


be credited te him as against the $235,000 | 


unexplained funds which Hamilton was 
charged with at the time he started for 
Europe last Summer. 

President McCall explained when he 
Was on the stand that the litigation had 
been started in the name of the Provident 
Savings Life Association, and that Ed- 
ward E. McCall, his brother, was the first 
counsel. Yesterday President Scott of the 
Provident Savings Life said that his com- 
pany retained E. E. McCall, and later 
Hamilton, vhen McCall was raised to the 
bench, entirely of its own initiative, and 
that it paid Hamilton a retainer of $38,000 
and disbursements of about $1,000 for his 
services without any contingent arrange- 
ment for a distribution of a portion of the 
sum recovered in thé event of the litiga- 
tion being successful. 

President Scott said that he aid not 
hear of the arrangement which the New 


York Life had with,Hamilton until short- | 


ly before President McCall told of it on 
the witness stand. Mr. Scott said that he 
consulted no other company in 
taking the litigation originally, and had 
no arrangement with any other company 
whatsoever. 


Payments to Hamilton, 


What the insurance investigators now 
wish to ask is why the New York 
Life should pay Hamilton $136,000 
of the sum it recovered in this litigation 
if, as Mr. Scott declares, the litigation 
Was- pressefi entirely by the Provident 
Savings Life Association without any ar- 
rangement with theeNew York Life or any 
other company. It has been recalled in 
this connection that since President Mc- 
Call testified that a portion of the $235,000 
Was credited in his mind to the discharge 


of this obligation to Hamilton, he has of- 


fered to pay to the New York Life out of 
his own pocket the entire $225,000 if Ham- 
ilton does not pay it by Dec, 15, which is 
Friday of this week. 

Some interesting history of the Provi- 
dent Savings Life, having to do princi- 
pally with the acquisition of its stock by 
the late Frederick R. Hadley of New Bed- 
ford, Mass., in 1896, was developed’ at ycs- 
terday’s session of the investigation. Mr. 
Scott testified by way of introduction that 
his salary was $36,000, that the salary of 
the Secretary of the company was $8,500, 
and that of the Controller $10,000. 
Scott has various relatives in the Provi- 
dent Savings Life, among them his son, 


Eimer A. Scott, 27 years old, as Medical 
Director, at $4,500 a year: another -son, 
Edwin W. Seott, Jr., 41 years old, Super- 
intendent the agency department at 
7600 a year; another son, Walter E. 
cott, General 
the Bronx, with'a commission arrange- 
ment giving him a maximum of 65.and a 
minimum of 35 per cent. of first year’s 
reiums, and 714 per cent. on renewals for 
ifteen years. Still another son; Wallace 
Scott, is Gererai Agent for.the rest 
Greater New York under a similar com- 
mission arrangement. Mr. Scoti’s nephew 
is cashier of the company at $1,800 a year.

Mr. Hughes: asked ir this 
loan had been made to Hadley.to enable 
him to take up a cheek given in part 
ayment for the stock. The witness sid 
fe didn’t know. 
“Don't you know,” said Mr. Hughes, 
“that Hadicy gave you a check for that 


that was not good, and that he borrowed |

Mr. Seott said he didn’t know about it, 
but he admitted that the loan was made— 
in cash+to “help complete the purchase.” 


“Was a special messenger waiting to |

Mr. Scott couldn’t say about this, but 
he testified that on Jan. 4, 1897, a loan 
of $50,00 was made to Hadley on a de- 
mand note, and another of a like amount 
on Feb. 7, while on Feb. 25 a fourth loan 
of $25,000 was made. The collateral for 
these loans was 123 shares of the City 
Coal Company of New Bedford, 400 shares 
of the stock of the New Bedford Spin- 
ning Company, 622 shares of the stock 
of tue Lambert Rope Company of that 
city, and 350 shares of the stock of the 
Bennett Manufacturing Company of New 
Bedford. The four loans which Hadley 
got trom the Provident Savings Life made

Even- 
tually $30,000-- was realized upon the 
collateral that he put up for the $162,0uy 
in Icans from the Deeeihant Savings Life 
and $132,500 was charged off by the -om- 
pany to “profit and loss.”’ Mr. Scout 
testified that some time after the Had- 
ley crash the Continental Trust Company 
offered the stock securing the loan which 
it had made to Hadley at public auction.

Combats McCurdy’s Theory.

Mr. Hughes, before he was through

Scott said that these were for appear- | 
ances before the Insurance Departments 
of various States, mentioning, among 
others, Illinois and Kansas. 

President George E. Ide of the Home 
Life continued his testimony yesterday. 
The Home Life, said Mr. Ide, has not 
dealt with special brokers or banking 
houses in making its investments, but has 
bought in the general market, and its 
cash balances are not allowed to run 
above $250,000 or $300,000. Its holdings 
in banking institutions are confined to

Landis Bill Gets at All Companies by 
Way of Federal Territory. 


: WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Federal con-} 
trol over insurance is proposed in a bill 
introduced to-day by Representative Fred 
Landis of Indiana. The bill cites that 
has exclusive jurisdiction over 
the District of Columbia, the Territories, 
and the insular possessions of the United 
States, in consequence of which authority 
is given the Department of Commerce 
and Labor to require full statements from | 
all insurance companies doing business 
within such jurisdiction. 

Mr. Landis asserts that publicity is the 
one thing required, and that no insurance 
company can afford to quit business in 
any of the territory named. 

The bill creates in the Department of 
Commerce and Labor the offices of ‘ Su- 
perintendent of Insurance ”’ and *‘ Nation- 
al Actuary.” These officers are to frame 
regulations for annual reports from life 
insurance companies doing business in 
ithe territory specified. Such reports are} 
to contuin an itemized statement of all 
|} assets and liabilities, amount and charac- 
ter of all business transacted, and the 
number and character of policies out- 
standing; the names and salaries of offi- 
cers, itemized statements of receipts and 
expenditures, with full information and | 
names of all parties receiving payments. 

Authority to examine the books of in- 
| surance companies is given. Such compa- 
nies are also restricted as to the charac- 
of their investments, Violations of 
|}the regulations are made punishable by 
revocation of license.

engine building. ‘Of course the turbine 
will work, and beyond any question at all 
there is a place for it, but the other ma- 
chine has its merits and its vehement de- 
fenders, and seems as little likely to be 
exterminated by its old-new rival as the 
horse is likely to be exterminated by the 
automobile. As for the new under-water 
signaling system of the Carmania, that, 
too, is of¥, having been. invented as long 
ago as when two boys in swimming dis- 
covered that the, noise made by clicking 
two stones together beneath the surface 
would travel long distances.

‘“‘La Sorciere,” in which, et the Lyric 
last night, she demonstrated beyond the! 
peradventure of a doubt that she still 
retains all the vigor of youth, all the! 
variety that artistic perception and mani- 
fold experience can develop, all the appeal 
to the eye, the ear, and the emotions 
that for these many years have made her 
the most conspicuous figure on the 
world’s mimic stage. Of its kind nothing 
could be more astonishingly forceful, 
more powerfully moving, more transcen- 
dantly Repeating than her playing in this 
acefe, when, as Zoraya, the Saracen, 
charged with witchcraft and goaded to 
frenzy in the presence of the merciless 
tribunal, she turns upon her accusers in! 
a swift and terrible outburst of defi- 
ance. 

As might have been expected, the audi- | 
ence rose at it, and calm, complacent ad- | 
miration of a greatness but half-compre- 
hended gave way on the instant to the 
tumultuous applause of an electrified 
mwgsemblage. There was ‘no need to un- 
cerstand the words.

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TELL OF MASSACRES| 


Immigrants Say Police Did Most! 
of the Killing. 


CRIMINALS LOOSED TO RIOT 


Arrivals at Ellis Island Declare Jews 
and Christians Alike Suffered 
by the Mob, 





At Ellis Island yesterday 500 Russian 
refugees, most of whom saw the recent 
massacres in Odessa or other Russian 
cities, told the United’ States immigra- 
tion officials the stories of their terrible 
experiences. The stores were graphically 
told, and gave a vivid idea of the fright- 
ful conditions now prevailing in the Czar’s 
domain, 

Jews, old men and young, 
den in the darkest Bab. ot 
escape certain persecution 
death, Russian workmen of the Christian 
faith, railroad strikers, Germans who 
had lived for a long time in Russia, and 
one newspaper reporter—all told the of- 
ficlals of the horrors they had seen and 
declared that the conditions were so ter- 
rible that no news dispatch could have 
possibly exaggerated the actual situation. 

These people were all glad to get to a 
land they knew t& be free, yet heart- 
brcken because nearly every one of them 
had left some member of his family, and 
in meny cases his entire family, in the 
riot-stricken country. In telling .their 
stories many of the refugees burst into 
tears, explaining that the situation was 
so awful that they had no way of know- 
ing whether the loved ones they had left 
behind were living or dead. All of them 
united in declaring that they had been 
attacked irrespective of religion by mobs 
led by police disguised in civilian cloth- 
ing, and that the massacres were not due 
to race prejudice, but to the fact that a 
great revolution was on in the land of the 
Romanoffs. 

One of them, Abraham Chanoch, an 
Odessa tinsmith, told what he saw of 
the Odessa massacre, from its beginning, 
when two rival parades, which were cele- 
brating the new Constitution, met and 
began to fight. He told how little chil- 
dren were thrown out of high windows, 
how RKussian Christians patrolled the

Workmen and students, he 
said, led the peace parties, while dis- 
guised pclice usualy led the hoodlums. 
After the first two days he and two 
companions escaped from the city.

A man from the Province of Kovno said 
that the police themselves read into the 
Czar’s proclamation of a Constitution an 
order to Kill all Jews, and cried this ‘lie 
through the streets. 

All the stories agreed that the Czar's 
tivities on the day that Count Witte 
stepped into power were made the pre- 
text for riots. The reception of this news 
in Odessa was described by Soloman 
Mirocznik, a candymaker of Odessa: 

“On the day of the Czar’s manifesto,” 


jhe said, ‘“‘ there were marchings and re- 


joicings by great processions which 
waved red flags through the streets. 
These processions were composed mostly 
of workmen. A great party of loyalists 
gathered and were addressed by a clergy- 
man, who said, ‘It is true that the Czar 
has decreed liberty, freedom of the press, 
of speech, and of conscience.’ And he 
exhorted faithfulness to the Czar, after 
witch his followers marched carrying 
aloft pictures of the Czar. When this 
procession met the other parades it was 
stoned, and thus the fighting began. 

‘In the next two days the streets of 
Odessa were a battlefield. All the Jews 
remained indoors hiding. Sometimes I 
heard people -marching through the 
streets. Six weeks ago to-day I lay with 
several other Jews for four hours in a 
garret. In one of these houses there 
were perhaps 200 Jews in hiding. A mob 
in armed with butcher knives, 
stone slabs, iron bars, revolvers, and 
clubs. Those in the house ran in every 
direction, many of them escaping, but 
the children ran with a_few older per- 
There they were 
caught and the babies thrown living out 
of the third-floor windows into the 
streets. The older children and the 
grown-ups were killed before being 
thrown out.” 

Chanoch said that in a suburb of Odessa 
a Christian priest saved sixty Jewish 
children by placing them in his own 
church. Both Chanoch and Mirocznik 
left their wives and children at villages 
about 100 miles from Odessa. 

Josef Chajet, a Jew from Minsk, said: 
“Shortly after the issuance of the Czar’s 
manifesto all political prisoners were re- 
leased, and on account of their penniless 
condition they hegan to rob the Jews. 
They killed tho»e who resisted them.” 

Israel Sakotozky, a Jew°from the City 
of Kovno, in Western Russia, said: 

“When the Constitution was announced 
the gendarmes in Yatkover and Yanover 
Streets took off their uniforms. substi- 
tuting civilians’ clothing, and then shout- | 
ed that the manifesto ordered the citizens 
to kill the Jews.” F

Coroner Investigating the-Beath 
of a 7-Year-Old Girl. 


DOCTOR SUSPECTS POISON 


Druggist Declares the Cough Prepara- 
tion Was Harmless—Took Other 
Patent Medicine, Too. 


The death of Florence Sauter, 7 years 
old, of 68 West 101st Street, was reported 
to the Coroners’ office yesterday morn- 
ing as one for which a certificate, had 
been. refused. because of its suddenness 
and for the reason that the physician 
called in was unable to determine its 
cause, -An autopsy will be made to-day. 

Thé little girl, according to her parents, 
Michael J. and Lizzie Sauter, ‘complained 
of a cold on Friday, but was up and 
about the house until Sunday evening. 
She helped her mother prepare dinner and 
ate an unusually hearty meal. Later she 
complained of a sore throat, and at 8 
o'clock her father went, he says, to Klip- 
pert & Co.’s drug store, at 102d Street and 
Columbus Avenue, and bought a bottle of 
ecough syrup put up by the firm. Accord- 
ing to the child's father the little girl 
died after she had taken six doses of the 
medicine, together with a dose of sweet 
spirits of nitre and a small quantity of 
whisky containing so-called stomach bit- 
tere. 

Dr. Elizabeth Jarrett of 1 West 101st 
Street was called in, but was too late to 
afford thq.child much relief. She died a 
quarter of an hour after the physician 
left the house. 

* When went to the 
Mr. Sauter last night, 
certain cough medicine, and called it by 
name. The clerk who waited upon me 
recommended a preparation put up by the 
firm, saying that it would work quicker 
and that it was free from an objectiona- 
ble feature which the other had. 

‘“ After Florence had taken one dose her 
throat seemed to close up and she com- 
plained of a pain in the stomach. I got 
some whisky with stomach bitters in it 
and gave a little of that to her, but I 
kept on giving a dose of the cough medi- 
cine every hour. I also gave to her a 
small dose of sweet spirits of nitre, of 
which I had a supply, and later some 
more whisky at her own request. 

“She got so bad after midnight that I 
went tor Dr. Jarrett. When she came 
she pronounced it a bad case of pneu- 
monia. She mixed some medicine with 
half a glass of water, and after telling 
me not to call her again, as she could do 
no more for the child, she went home.

The distribution Of the prize money won

tween certain of the contestants, to ena- 
ble Eddie Roct and Joe 
from the Bedel] brothers. 
curred outside of the offices of Manager 
Patrick Powers, on the twenty-first floor 
of the St. Paul Building, 220 Broadway, 
with Eddie Root and his wife, Joe Fog- 
ler, McLean, Moran, Achorn, and Downey 
as the*participants. The utmost secrécy 
Was observed in the payment of the 
riders. 

As Root and his wife left the inner 
sanctum of Mr. Powers’s office several 
other riders in the race gathered about 
them and demanded money which they 
declared was due to them as the result 
of a combine that had been formed during 
the race. Root was in no position to ac- 
cedé to the demands, as he had turned 
over his winnings to Mrs, Root. The 
business manager of the Root household 
unhesitatingly admitted that she was-in 
possession of the .money and positively 
refused to part with any of it, defying 
‘the angry riders to collect their claims. 

Mrs. Root was reminded that-her hus- 
band had signed a contract with the four 
claimants, but she would listen to no ar- 
gument. She said the agreement was 
written in lead pencil and was no better 
than a verbal contract. Matt Downey 
tried conciliatory methods and remarked 
that Root should act ‘ton the square” 
with the others and keep his agreement, 
but_the irascible young woman would not 
be pacified and claimed that as the racers 
had ‘tried to ‘‘double cross"’ her hus- 
band after entering into an agreement 
with-him, she would not consent to part 
with: any of his winnings. Root himself 
was standing on the outer edge of the 
crowd, pale and evidently frightened, but 
silent.. He was appealed to by the other 
men, but declined to interfere’ with his 
wife, and even threats failed to move 
him. : 

Matters were assuming a serious aspect 
at this point, and: the elevator man, who 
had ween holding his cage at this floor, 
dropped to the next floor. Mrs. Root, 
seeing the movement, drew her husband 
down the stairway to the twentieth floor, 
They were followed by the entire party 
except -Dowhey, who rushed into Mr.

OLIVIA FLOYD DEAD. 


' Famous Woman Blockade Runner of 
the Confederacy.

LA PLATTA, Md. Dec. 11.—Olivia 
loyd, the famous woman /Confederate 
| blockade runner, died at her home near 
| here yesterday. She was 81 years old. 
| During the war she was one of the most 
daring runners between Washington and 
Richmond, and once defied a whole com- 
pany of Union soldiers. 

Miss Floyd conveyed clothes, money, 
and letters through the lines from pris- 
ons and prisoners. At one time she had 
delivered to her $80,000 in banknotes to 
|keep for an individual in hiding. She 
| placed them in a hassock, and oftentimes 
the Federal soldiers, in visiting and 
searching the house, sat upon the has- 
sock, ignorant of the fact that it con- 
tained a fortune. The full amount of 
this deposit was subsequently returned to 
the owner. 


NEW AUTO SCHOOL OPENS. 





Besides Mechanical Instruction Chauf- 
feurs Will Be Taught to Think. 


With a class of fifty-four students the New 
York School of Automobile Engineers began 
its sessions yesterday at 146 West Fifty-sixth 
Street. An owners’ class of twenty-five mem- 
bers will be started to-day. The first session 
of the night school also began last night with fif- 
teen members. The night students will have 
three hours of instruction, and their session 
will last about fifteen weeks, while the day 
students, having eight hours a day, will com- 
plete the required course in eight weeks. 
Only six weeks, however, will be spent fn the 
class rooms, for it is proposed to devote the 
fifth week to practical work with the car at 
Morris Park track, and the final week in 
practical road work. More applications have 
already been.received than the school is capa- 
ble of accommodating, but plans are being 


made to start a mew day class in about two 
weeks, 

Prof. C, E.

Lucke of Columbia University 
of the school has outlined 
the method of instruction under ten general 
heads. They are: Classroom instruction by 
lectures and recitation; instruction on emerg- 
ency. repairs in a shop; transmission of power 
changes and tire repairs; ignition systems, in- 
cluding all jump and touch sparks; testing of 
fue] oils and lamp materials; work on engines 
and power generators; instruction on a com- 
plete machine set on rollers so that operators 
may be taught to control. the machine easily; 
instruction in taking apart a complete machine 
and putting it together; track work with a car 
where all steering and control problems will 
be encountered; road instruction, both by day 
and night, 

Besides Prof. Lucke there are six other in- 
structogs, and from time to time lectures will 
be given by mén. prominent in the mechanical 
and industrial phases of automobiling. 

‘“‘ Another phase of automobile work never 
before carried out systematically will be at- 
tempted by the school,'’ said Prof. Lucke, “*“A 
record will be kept of aH automobile troubles 
and.breakdowns. This information will. be ob- 
tained fromthe owrers of the ears,-who will 
be invited to send to the school.records of all 
accidents that  have- happened .to: their ma- 
chines, and these will be tabulated and clasai- 
fied by the instructors. In this way it is hoped 
to build up a body of information that will 
assist im the perfection of the designs of the 
future."* 

** Ability to know. what to do quickly fn an 
emergency is what the successful chauffeur 
needs fuliy as much as if sometimes not more 
than mechanical knowledge,’’. explained R. B. 
Whitman,.who is: the business manager : of 
the new school. ‘‘It will be the aim of the 
school to increase this ability to think quickly 
on the part of the chauffeur. The driver .of 
a motor car should have absolute confidence 
in his machiné, and the. more thoroughly he 
understands all its parts, knowing what each 
does and what happens when some part breaks 
or fails to ‘work. the better qualified he will 
be to think quickly and to act fightly. Hun- 
dreds of accidents are caused simply because 
the chauffeur does not know what to. do on 
the spur of the moment.’’

Practically Decided to Send Del- 
egates to London Congress. 





MEETING AT NEW YORK Y. C. 


Foreign Authorities Well 
Toward Code in Force Here—

It was practically determined at the 
New York Yacht Club last evening that

adoption of a universal 
although definite ac- 
tion has not yet been taken. ‘The sub- 
wommittee appointed to determine the 
question met at the club house and dis- 
cussed all the phases of the situation— 
the sending of delegates, the personnel of 
the delegation, the measures to be advo- 
cated, and kindred matters. It will re- 
port to the general conference of Ameri- 
can Yacht Clubs which appointed it on 
Nov. 20, when its recommendations will 
undoubtedly be ratified. [It may be said 
that the conference will send delegates, 
will favor the adoption of a universal rule, 
and will advocate the adoption of the 
present American rule as the standard, 
with excellent prospects of success. The 
delegates will not be announced until 
that meeting. 

Henry Howard, who was one of the 
members of the sub-committee, while 
abroad last Summer, as the representative 
of the Eastern Yacht Club, to arrange in- 
ternational races with Germany, sounded 
forcign yachtsmen carefully on the sub- 
ject of adopting the American rule, It 
was received with favor by every one to 
whom it was submitted. Comparison with 
the lKnglish rule, which has proved s0 
successful abroad, showed that in effect 
they were practically identical. The Brit- 
ish rule, taking as factors breadth, skin 
girth, chain girth, and difference, em- 
ployed a resultant factor that was prac- 
tically identical with our displacement. 
Two yachts of radically different types) 
cne a pronounced iecer end one a cruiser, 
measured under both rules, made prac- 
tically the same allowance of time under 
each, The question of which is adopted 
was therefore of little moment to Eng- 
land, so that the same purposes were 
served. Mr. Howard is very hopeful that 
the American rule will become the uni- 
versal. 

In discussing the international races 
which he arranged with the Kaiserlicher 
Yacht Club on behalf of the Eastern 
Yacht Club, he said that the expected 
challenge from Germany for races next 
Summer had been received, but that there 
was still some minor detail regarding the 
system of scoring to be settled before final 
arrangements for the races were com- 
pleted.

WHEAT.—The two leading influences in yes- 
terday’s wheat market were the Government 
report and the visible supply. They were con- 
flicting influences, and the principal fluctua- 
tion of the day resulted from their influence 
on the market. The Government report came 
out at 12 o'clock, showing a condition of 04.1 
per cent. for Winter wheat, compared with a 
December condition last year of 82.9. The area 
sown was given @ 31,341,000 acres, against 
$1,155,000 acres sown the previous year. On 
these figures it was estimated that the total 
crop” w@uld be 495,185,000 bushels of Winter 
wheat, Bompared with 424,400,000 bushels har- 
vested last July. No sooner had the market 
responded to this, however, than the visible 
supply.appeared, surprising the trade with its 
decrease of 2,282,000 bushels, where a year 
ago in the corresponding @eek it increased 
248,000 bushels. There was a prompt advance 
to 98%c for May in the local market and a 
firm undertone throughout the afternoon, last 
prices here showing \%c net advance. 

Throughout the forenoon the market was 
somewhat irregular. was reported by Broom- 
hall that rains in the North and hail in Cen- 
tral parts of Argentina had damaged wheat. 
The same authority made Russian shipments 
only 3,600,000 bushels for the week and the 
world’s total 12,720,000 bushels, compared with 
13,936,000 the previous week. From Illinois 
came reports of large acreage and splendid 
condition, while Kansas City claimed that a 
better car situation pointed toward increased 
receipts. The Liverpool market closed \@%d 
higher. Paris was unchanged, Berlin 4 mark 
lower, and Budapest 8 points down. The ar- 
rivals at primary points were 1,244,000 bush- 
els, compared with 1,538,000 bushels last year. 
On export account the sales were 5 loads. It 
was reported by the Governmeent that the 
final estimate of all crops would be issued on 
Dec. 20 at 4 o'clock. Locally cash wheat 
closed as follows: No. 2 red, 96c, elevator, 
and 97%c, free on board, afloat; No. 1 North- 
ern Duluth, 96%c, free on board, afloat. 

CORN.—The tendency of corn was downward 
on account of larger farm offerings and good 
weather. At the decline good buying developed, 
mostly from shorts, and at one time there was 
a rally of %@%c from lowest, part of which 

was lost near the close. Final prices in New 
York were \c net lower, The interior move- 
ment for the day reached 1,032,000 bushels, 
compared with 1,285,000 bushels last year; on 
the other mand seaboard clearances were 492,000 
bushels. Cables were unchanged, and world’s 
rooney proved to be about 400,000 bushels 
smaller than the previous week. In the visible 
supply there was an advance of 1,310,000 
bushels. Only about 3 loads were taken for 
export, and the cash market closed easy at 
Sec for old in elevator and 52%c for new, free 
on board, afloat; No. 2 white, 52%c, and No. 
2 yellow, 52%c, free on board, afloat.

COTTON—The cotton market was active and, 
generally speaking, showed an easier tendency 
under logal bear pressure and liquidation. The 
close was easy, at a net decline of 23@27 
points. Sales were eftimated at 800,000 bales, 

The opening was easy at an advance of 1 
point to a decline of 5 points—generally lower 
in response to disappointing cables. Bearish 
confidence also seemed to be strengthened by

It is 
alleged that the company is insolvent and 
on Dec. 8 admitted in writing its inability 
to pay its debts and willingness to be ad- 
judged bankrupt.

COURT CALENDARS. 


FEDERAL COURTS. 


Supreme Court of the United States. 


71—People of State of New York ex rel. Simon 
Lieberman vs. John E. Van Decarr, Warden, 
&c.—In_ error to the Supreme Cou of New 
York.—Judgment affirmed, with costs, 

Mr. Justice Brown announced the following 
order of the court: 

Ordered,®that General Order in Bankruptcy 
No, 35 be amended by adding this sentence to 
Subdivision 4: “ He may also, pending such 
proceeding, involuntary order, or involuntary 
cases order the commissions of referees and 
trustees to be paid immediately after such 
commissions accrue and are earned.”’

The National Board of Fire Underwrit- 
ers in its report issued yesterday con- | 
demned the conditions in the Boroughs of 
and the Bronx regarding the; 
risks by fires. Capt. Sewell of the United 
States Engineers, who assisted in the ex- 
amination and investigation, asserts in 
the report that the general situation in 
Manhattan is “by far :he most serious 
fire and conflagration hazard he 
knew of. 

The reasons for this, it is pointed out, 
are the many narrow streets, the type and 
and the enormous 
involved because of the inade- 
quacy of the water supply and the distri- 
bution. The Fire Department is not crit- 
icised outright, but the engines are said 
to be deficient in size and gencrally jn 
poor condition. ‘ Discipline and methods 
the report goes on to say, “serv- 
ice as a whole efficient and powerful.” 

Beginning with the Bronx, the report 
sets forth that the fire hazard in that 
borough is regarded as unimportant be- 
cause most of the area of the borough is 
composed almost exclusively of residences 
and small stores, and the streets are wide.
